WASHINGTON, May 5.—The House Com- 
mittee on Ways and Means to-day agreed to 
that portion of Tucker's tariff bill which 
places upon the free list the following articles: 
Salt in bags, barrels, packages or bulk, woolen 
rags, shoddy mungo, waste and flocks, books, 
periodicals, pamphlets and all’printed matter, 
engravings (bound or unbound), illustrated 
books and papers, maps, charts, music and 
music books, cod liver oil, crude or refined 
petroleum. 

At this point Representative Wood moved 
to insert in the bill, to be placed on the 
free list, wood pulp and all other paper pulps 
used in the manufacture of paper. Pending 
discussion upon this proposition, the commit- 
tee adjourned till to-morrow, when a vote 
will be taken upon it and the committee will 
proceed with the consideration of the bill. 

Several votes were taken upon many articles 
before an agreement was reached to place 
them upon the free list. Nine distinct propo- 
sitions to fix the duty upon salt were voted 
down before the axthle was finally allowed 
upon the free list.

EVOLUTION. 


Prof. Huxley Thinks the Doctrine is an 
Established Fact. 
From the London Standard. April 9.] 


Last night Prof. Huxley gave a discourse 
on The Coming of Age of the Origin of Spe- 
cies,’’ at the Royal Institution, in the Pres- 
ence of a crowded audience. The Professor 
yeferred at tbe outset to the appearance of 
Mr. Darwin’s book in October, 1859, a copy 
of tbe original edition of which 
he beld in his hand. The doctrine of 
(volution, on which the work was founded, 
had spread its influence over the whole realm 
of thought. The question which they had to 
consider was how it was that that change’ had 
token place. There were two factors which 
bad to be cousidered in determining this 
question, the one the state of mind towhich 
the evidence was offered, and the other and, 
he regretted to say, the subordinate factor, 
the nature of the evidence itself. In 1859 the 
state of mind of the biological world was ab- 
solutely different to what it was now, and, 
secondly, the evidence of the truth or false- 
bocd of the main principles was absolutely 
different to whatit was at the present time. 
As respects the state of mind, he confessed 
that he looked back with astonishment at the 
notious which they were ready to eatertain at 
that time. There was no stronger illustration 
of this than the mode of soiving the question 
of the past history of this globe. Twenty-five 
years sgo What was known as Catastrophic 
Geolegy was at the highest point of its influ- 
ence, but he did not suppose there was auy 
one pow who viewed the Catastrophic doc- 
trine exeept as a fossil. [Laughter.] On 
tLe coptrary, it Was universally 
udmitted that the key to the past 
was to be found in the present. He believed 
there was nothing which had so fixed the do- 
trine of evolution in the minds of scientific 
men as tbe realization of this fact. Mr. Dar- 
win’s Work was but the natural supplement to 
Sir Charles Lyell’s “Principles of Geology.“ 
The kernel of Mr. Darwin’s book lay in the 
assertion that the animal species and the or- 
ganic beings with which this world was peo- 
pled bad all descended, each within its own 
class Sprang from a common root and a cpm: 
mon parent, but they had all been modified in 
the course of their descent, and, further, 
when he said that ail the existing forms of 
life were the lineal desceudants of those which 
had lived before the Silurian epoch. 
proposition was true, the book was the most 
considerable contribution which had been 
world since the 

time uf Harvey; and if it was false, the 
rest of the book was of no consequence. The 
necessary coroliary to that proposition was 
that all forme of life had been connected to- 
gether, but this was the point which had been 
mest fiercely attacked in the discussions to 
which Mr. Darwin’s book had givenrise. The 
Professor then proceeded to deal at length 
with this part of his subject. The absence of 
any material distinction between man and the 
higher animals was a point which it took some 
three or four years to get settled, but it was 
admitted now on all hands the connection 
between the birds and the other branches of 
the animal kingdom was another point which 
had been cleared up by subsequent discover- 
ies, notably of the archeoptay. Axain, the 
apparent gap between vegetable life had been 
disposed of. Investigations which had been 
made since 1859 had shown how 
utterly impossible it was to attempt 
to draw avy distinction between the lower an- 
imals and the lower plants. Lastly, the influ- 
euce Which had powerfully contributed to 
change the state of mind in which these mat- 
ters were considered was the marvelous de- 
velopment of the means of inaividual investi- 
gation. We had now attained a position in 
these matters of which our fathers had no 
conception, and it was now possible to make 
a complete and accurate examination of the 
ovary of any Organism, and evento reduce it 
to the tbousandth part of an inch. But he 
had always felt that the real evider ce in favor 
of evolution must be with the paleontologist. 
Mr. Darwin has accaynted to some eof his 
critics for the deficiencies which he felt exist - 
ed on this branch by referring to the imper- 
fection of the geological records; butby a 
singular fate these imperfections had, since 
1849, been supplied by  res@arches all 
over the world, especially those in the 
neighborhood of Atheus, and by discoveries 
of the American geologists in the Western 
Territories. The fact was that the doctrine 
ef evolution was no longer a matter of specu- 
lation, it was an absolate fact. The fact was 
there was no other supposition which could 
connect the facts revealed by recent discov- 
eries except that which was called evolution. 
He might be told that these various objects 
might have been developed spontaneously and 
created spontaneously. He had nothing to 
say to any one who advanced that theory any 
more than he should have anything to say 
to the savage who said that the sun set in the 
west at night and was recreated before its 
rising the next day. [A laugh.] Tausfin the 
ear 1880 the doctrine cf evolution was no 
onger a matter of speculation. It was simply 
the only way of coherently and rationally ex- 
plaining the facts of paleontology.

The Germans are the least demonstrative of 
any of the immigrants in meeting their 
friends. Hearty hand-shakings, sometimes a 
solemnly administered kiss on the cheek, 
and an explosive So!“ or a formal“ Wie 
geht's!“ are about all they generally indulge 
in. But that their hearts are as warm and 
their affection as deeply stirred as any other 
person’s, may easily be read in their tear- 
moistened eyes and the happy. smiles that 
light up their countenances. The Russians 
are great kissers. The Italians greet with 
noisy laughter, kisses and irrepressible chat- 
ter. But of all the wild welcomings, those 
of the Irish are the most vigorous.

A great many old Iri-h persons who have 
been maintained at home for years past by 
their children in this country are now being 
brought away. About twenty very old men 
and women of this class came in the steamship 
City of Brussels on her latest arrival. Long

BADLY DUPED. 


Lesson No. 46,807,432 for Foolish 
Young Girls.

Last week was telegraphed the Times an ac- 
count of an elopement of Mary Houser, 
daughter ofa passenger conductor on the Fort 
Wayne, Muncie and Cincinnati Railroad, with 
W. Harry Rouscoe, a young carpet-layer of 
this city. The young lady had never seen 
Rouscoe until.he visited her father’s house to 
lay a carpet, and she eloped with him to In- 
dianapolis the same night. While there they 
were married, and Rouscoe telegraphed to tue 
voung woman’s father that they would leave 
for St. Louis at once. 

A day or two after the elopement Mr. Hous- 
er received a letter from his daughter begging 
forgiveness, and asking him tosend her ward- 
robe and a handsome bed-room suite left in 
her room at home. Mr. Houser at once sent 
her the trunk containing her clothing, and 
wrote that he would send the furaiture this 
week. On Saturday evening, however, his 
daughter arrived home, betrayed, oroken- 
bearted, and abandoned. The man with 
whom she eloped had already stripped off his 
disguise and deserted his victim, leaving 
her alone, penniless and friend- 
less in the city of Indianapolis. On 
Friday afternoon Rouscoe told her 
at Indianapolis that he had received a card 
from a man signing his name Cadwell Sylves- 
ter, living at No. 1107 Tennessee street, two 
miles from his boarding place, requesting him 
to call.

mind to get along with home 
work, as I will employ no one regularly 
without a trial: It is so late now that most 
responsible men are regularly employed for 
the sesson. If I do get a man he must be good 
and cheap. 3 N. O. HAYNES. 

The poor girl, de-erted, friendless. and 
penniless, in a strange city, was almost frantic 
wit grief. All the night of Friday she 
walked the floor of her narrow room, and on 
Saturday morning, by pawning some little 
trinkets which were still left her, raised funds 
enough to pay her fare back to Fort Wayne, 
where she received a warm welcome and 
heartfelt forgiveness from her father. Rous- 
coe has gone to parts unknown.

Human Hash. 
From the San Francisco Post, Aprit 19. 


During Saturday and yesterday a careful 
search was made for fragments of human re- 
mains around the. scene of the terrible ex- 
plosion of the Giant Powder Works, near 
West Berkeley. The largest piece found was 
that of a trunk, from the head to the thighs, 
but mutilated beyond the possibility of identi- 
fication. Perhapsthe most forbidding feature 
of the spectacle was that of a number of 
wemen, who sharpened sticks of wood and 
whenever they found a piece of flash stuck the 
stick through it and heid it aloft for inspec- 
tion. Nearly a mile from the packing-house 
a coat, which had belonged to Joseph 
Depuis, was found. It contained a bank book 
showing a deposit of $1,000 in the Gold Bank. 
Depuis started forthe works Friday after- 
noon to seek employment. Beside his bank 
book he had nearly $600 in gold in his pocket, 
and had changed a $20 piece at the Three - 
Mile House shortly before the explosion. He 
arrived at the works less than ten minutes be- 
fore the explosion. No portion of his body 
has been recognized among the recovered 
fragments. Frank Roller, superintendent 
of the works, had 4 very narrow escape. A 
few moments before the explosion he had only 
concluded a visit to the packing house 
with a friend. Up to 9 o’clock on Sat- 
urday night from a thousand to eleven 
hundred pieces of the bodies of the unfortu- 
nate men had been found and deposited at the 
Morgue. 

Throughout yesterday visitors constantly 
arrived at the Morgue, and were permitted to 
inspect the remains, which were spread out 
on the parallel benches, some twenty in 
length. During the day a grief-stricken 
woman Called and said that she had two sons 
employed at the powder works, one of whom 
was in the packing-house atthe moment of 
the catastrophe, and was of course killed. 
The other was in one of the other buildings. 
Of course she was unable to recognize any 
part of her dead sons in the ghastly remains. 
The only. remnant that seems to have a faint 
possibility of being recognized is one that 
presents the flattened and armless breast, with 
the chin and unbroken teeth, with a portion 
of the left side of the face and lower part of 
the back of the head.

Covent Garden Coffee-Houses. 
[London Cor. Chicago Tribune. ] 


I have mentioned the coffee - houses of Cov- 
ent Garden. I will tell you something of two 
or three of these classic haunts, aad their con- 
nection with the illustrious names of our lit- 
erature—relying for my facts upon Mr. Ed- 
ward Walford, who finished the work of re- 

-searcn on historical London that dear old 
Walter Thornbury began, but did not live to 
complete. First there was Will's, the one of 
all the coffee-houses which in the seventeenth 
and eighteenth centuries supplied the place in 
society now occupied by the modern club that 
holds the highest place in the literary history 
of London. John Dryden was the president 
ofthe assemblage of wits that met under its 
roof; and it was owing to his efforts, as Pope 
writes, that Will's won such high repute. 
Defoe, in one of his books, describes how this 
resort also stood high with the aristocracy of 
birth as well as of letters, who always visited 
it after the play. I presume, though, 
that the blue and green ribbons and stars were 
not allowed entrance into the little room on 
the first floor over which Dryden presided, for 
entree to the company that met there was not 
readily granted. No mere pretenders to liter- 
ature or writers of fugitive verses could ob- 
tain admittance. It was to Will's that Pope, 
when amere child, induced his friends to 
carry bim, that be might gaze on the great 
poet whose mantie he was destined in after 
years to weur. Ubiquitous Pepys was also 
among its frequemters. After the death of 
Dryden, wLen Pope ruled the Parnassus at 
Will’s, Addison transferred the pre-eminenca 
to Button’s coffee-house. Here the brilliant 
autbor of **Cato’’ used to retreat whenever 
he suffered any vexation from the Countess,“ 
and here every evening he would meet his 
friends, Dick Steele, Budzell, Cary, Davenant, 
and Phillips. Pope was not a stranger either; 
and it was at Butten’s that Phillips, as Dr. 
Johnson tells us, showed himself one of the 
genus veritabile by hanging up a‘rod with 
which he said he was going to chastise the lit- 
tle man of Twickenham. The conventional offi- 
cers ofthe Guardian were likewise at this 
rendezvous, where the editor erected at the 
entrance a lion’s head witha large mouth to 
receive contributions from young and inex- 
perienced authors. Charles Johnson, famous 
for writing a ~~ every year, was a daily at- 
tendant. At Button’s as at most of the other 
coffee-houses, the habitues used to wear long- 
flowing flaxen wigs. There was pulled down 
in 1865 a building in Russell street which has 
been known for upwards acentury and a 
half as Tom's Coffee-House.??’ This was 
another of the literary resorts of Covent Gar- 
den—a place where ‘*there was the best of 
conversation till mi@night.’’ In the early 
part of the reign of yen III. aclub was es- 
tablishea at Tom's, consisting of upwards of 
600 Members, including not only Garrick, 
Foote, Murphy, Dr. Dodd, George Colman, 
Goldsmith and Dr. Johnson, but the Duke of 
Montague, Lord Rodney, the great Lord 
Clyde, the Earl of Anglesey, Earl Percy and 
the Duke of Northumberland. But the day 
of coffee- houses is past, and Covent Garden, 
once the resort of fashion, wit and learning, 
is only known to our generation as the loca- 
tion of a market that supplies modern Baby- 
lon with its fruits and flowers.

A Hero in Neglect.

In a cheerless room in the top story of 1 
Goerck street lies James Smith, who was cap- 
tain of the forecastle of the sloop-of-war Rich- 
mond in the fight in Mobile Bay. Smith has 
papers to show that he was one of the heroes 
of that memorable action. He performed an 
act of gallantry by which a fine ship and 400 
seamen were saved. As captain of the fore - 
castle he was expected, during action, to 
repair what damages were done the ship 
bythe enemy. He was furnished with -a 
gang of fifty men to assist him. Almost at 
the beginning of the engagement of the fleet 
commanded by Admiral Farragut with Forts 
Morgan, Gaines, and Powell, the Confederate 
ram Tennéssee made a dash forthe Richmond. 
Capt, Thornton E. Jenkins, commanding the 
sloop-of-war, slipped his cables to avoid the 
blow, The latter, which was lee-bowing the 
tide, fouled the slack of her hawsers, and the 
starboard wheel became entangled and use- 
less. The monster ram was almost aboard, 
and coming at the rate of twelve knots an 
hour. The Richmond’s crew of 400 me 
looked about them to see whether any m 
would go into the wheel, with the ram + #8 
proaching. James Smith sprang into the 
starboard shrouds, poised himself for a mo- 
ment, and then leaped into the sea. 
In a moment he bad cleared the wheel buckets 
from the bights in the line. Then Bill Dias- 
more, the boatswain’s mate, standing on the 
. e box, cleared away the stack, and the

The Chinese are fond of the pleasures of the 
table, and the half dozen large restaurants in 
the quarter are liberally patronized. Their 
outward and visible signis a highly orna- 
mented baleony hung with gayly painted lan - 
terns. These balconies, abiaze with lights, 
form the most conspicuous feature of night 
life in Chinese streets. Entering at the street 
door of the largest restaurant, vou find a shop 
stored witb preserves, cakes and baked meats, 
ending at the rear in the bakery of the estab- 
lishment. Here a grizzled old Chinese is 
moulding out a huge roll of dough, 
soon to be converte into the small 
dumplings filled with sweetmeats waich 
form a part of every meal, and setveasa sub- 
stitute for bread. The shining table, the 
burnished pans, the cavernous ovens-all look 
clean and tidy. Equally neat is the main 
bitchon, which is reacued by passing up a 
steep flight of stairs. It is a revelation to those 
who have been educated in the delusion that 
rats and garbage form the staple of the Chinese 
cuisine. A large room is this kitchen, flanked 
on one side by a long range, and onthe other 
by a table. Over the fire is stewing the 
invariable cauldron of pig’s feet. 
Drop into a Chinese restaurant at 
any bour of the day or night and you 
will find this dainty dish simmering on the 
coals. It is like the poor—they always have 
itwiththem. Liftthe cover of another dish 
and you find the bean cakes, which bear too 
strong aresemblance in size and color to small 
cakes of cheap yellow soap to commend them 
to American palates. Another tin boiler coa- 
tains round white dumplings, and still an- 
other egg cakes—both standard dishes for 
breakfast and lunch. The kitchen is connect- 
ed directly with the second-class dining-room, 
fitted up with swalt, dingy tables and the 
usual Chinese chairs with wooden seats and 
no backs. Very feeble attempts at decoration 
are made here and the place has the dreary 
look and musty smell of a cheap American 
eating-house. 

Pass up still another stairway, steep and 
crooked, and the dining-room of tue first 
class is reached—a spacious room,well lighted 
and tastefully ornamented. Here are three 
large round tables of old Chinese oak, to 
which long use has given the polish and deep 
ruby color of tine rosewood. Their beauties 
are hidden by no cloths. About each are 
placed a dozen chairs of the same substaatial 
material. These tables are laid for dinuer 
parties, which are to be held a few hours lat- 
er. The place of each guest is marked by two 
fine ivory chop sticks,a curious porcelain 
wine glass and alittle dish filled with ginger 
preserves. Along the balcony in front of 
this room is! a row of small private 
apartments. One contains all the appliances 
for opium smoking, on a raised dais at one 
end, while about the room are some fine old 
chairs which would excite the envy of a col - 
lector of antique fum@hiture. They are of East- 
lake form, with plates of solid silver inserted 
inthe arms, and the absence of all carving 
adds to their air of richness and solidity. The 
walls are hung with the ancient Chinese de- 
signs, in neutral tints, which were in vogue 
before the present highly colored — be- 
came fashionable. From the ceiling haugs a 
curious oil lamp, covered with a hexagonal 
glass shade adorned with painted figures. 
Strings of bright- colored beads arranged as 
pendants. increase the play of color when the 
lamp is burning. ,

After nestling in their respective holes 
the husband would open the umbrella and 
shelter bis wife from the rays of what in Eng- 
land is termed a“ burning sun“ untilshe fell 
asleep on his arm, whereupon he would care- 
fully close the protectiny aparatus, let her 
gently down in the sand, and while the sun 
tanned her face and the flies caucused on her 
burnt nose, and the sand fleas, resurrecting 
themselves from all about her, got up jump- 
ing matches over her body, he, the brute, was 
off to the public house hard by after another 
mug of ale and scraping acquaintance, may- 
hap, at ove of the garden tables with some 
otber lone young woman who for the last half 
hour had been reflectively incorporating the 
contents of a bottle of Bass’ into her organi- 
zation, while the children of this wide-awake 
husband and sleeping wife were straggling 
away down the beach along with sundry in- 
teresting but hitherto long-forbidden Harwich 
ragamufiins.

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Compressed-Air Locomotives. 

[From the Virginia (Nev.) Enterprise, April 25. | 

Superintendent Thomas, of Sutro Tunnel, 
was in town last evening. He says all work in 
the tunnel is going ahead very satisfactorily. 
Yesterday he tried some experiments with the 
new compressed-air locomotives. They were 
found to work well. They were first tried 
with the air tanks (winch, on the engines, take 
the place of a steam-boiler on an ordinary lo- 
comotive) charged to the pressure of 100 
pounds to the square inch. This pressure is 
afterwards increased to 200 pounds to the 
square inch. To-day a test will be made by 
charging the air reservoirs to a pressure of 300 
pounds to the square inch. They are calculated 
to stand a pressure of 350 pounds to the square 
inch. Itis supposed that with a pressure of 
from 250 to 300 pounds on the compressed-air 
reservoirs the engines will be able to make the 
roundtrip through the tunnel, taking in a 
train of empty cars and bringing out a loaded 
train. Incase the tanks furnished with the 
engines prove too smali to carry suflicient air 
to run into the branch tunnels and return 
tenders containining tankg of any required 
sizecan be plaved behind the locomotives.

„ WEARY OF LIFE. 


An nknown Man Crawls on tile Rail- 
road Track and Awaits the Train. 


The following note was found on the body 
of the man who was run over by a passenger 
train on the Iron Mountain Railroad, near Ar- 
senal street, yesterday afternoon : 

‘*Weary of life, I lay it down. If my 
identity 1s ever discovered (which I have 
taken every means to prevent), I trust that 
the dear friends who have ever loved me 
will forgive this act. 

„One consolation remains. My real name 
will never be discovered, and, therefore, those 
most interested will never know this act. 

„There is no aberration Of mind, no de- 
lirium tremens, but calmly, deliberately, I 
take this course of ending my life. 

“Saturday, May 4, 1880. 

The man was onthe track of the above 
mentioned road and although the engineer 
gave him warning of the approach of the 
train, he refused to step off and was conse- 
quently run over. The train passed over his 
body, crushing him to death, severing his 
head from the bodv and otherwise mutilatiag 
him. His death must have been instautane- 
ous, as when he was picked up life wss ex- 
tinct. The.deceased is described asa man 5 


feet 6 inches tall, weighing about 140 pounds, 
baving a heavy moustache of sandy color. His 
hair was of the same color, slightly mixed 
with gray. He was dressed in ordinary 
clothes and so far bas not been identified. 

At the Coroner’s inquest held this morning 
the above stated facts were elicited, but no 
evidence touching the deceased’s identity 
could be secured. The note found on his 
person was neatiy written and was dated May 
1. The latter was crossed out and the date 
May 4 substituted in its place. From this it 
is inferred that the unknown originally in- 
tended to kill himself last Saturday, but was 
prevented and delayed his self-destruction 
until vesterday. 

The testimony of J. McGovern was as follows: 
‘<I am a locomotive engineer and am in the 
employ of the Iron Mountain Railroad. I was 
in charge of the engine of the train that killed 
decease’. I never saw him before. Our train 
was coming on the north-bound track of the 
road, and when the engine was about op- 
posite the north wall of the Arsenal I saw de- 
ceased walking southward, or toward the 
train. He had no coat on. I thought he was 
intoxicated at first, but could not say whether 
he was er not. When the engine got between 
fifty and sixty feet of the deceased he sudden- 
ly took off his hat and threw it away, and 
then got down on the ground and crawled face 
downward right across the track, resting his 
neck on one rail and his feet onthe other. He 
lay still in this position waiting for the train to 
come up. I put on the air brakes and revers- 
ed the engine, but it was impossible to stop it 
in that distance, and the engine and one car 
passed over him. His head was cut com- 
pletely off. It was a clear case of suicvide.’? 

A verdict in accordance with the above 
staed facts was returned. P

Sales Increased Over Six Million Pounds in a 


Single Vear. 


Through the kindness of Gen. Sturgeon, 


Collector of the United States revenue for the 
First Missouri District, the Post-Dispatcu 
Presents the following figures, show- 
ing the immense increase in the sale 


of manufactured tobacco during the year 


ending May 1,over that of the preceding year. 
During the year ending May 1, 1879, there 
were manufactured 31,652 pounds of snuffs 
upon which a taxof thirty-two cents per

CHEWING AND SMOKING. 

During the year 1878-79 the tax on chewing 
and smoking tobacco was 24 cents per pound 
and stamps were sold for 5, 305, 706 pounds. 


“The tax was reduced to sixteen cents on May 


Ist. 1879. and during the ensuing year there 
Was made in St. Louis 11,283,105 pounds, 
shqwing an increase over the preceding year 
of 5,982,359 younds. This is enormous, and 
argues a healthier state of trade than can 
be shown by any other city. Itis a fact now 
generally known in commercial circles that 
St. Louis is only second to New 
York ss a market for plug to- 
bacco. In 1877 St. Louis goods were 
comparatively unknown, but now they 
are sold all over the country, and Cincinnati, 
Chicago and Louisville look jealously on, hav- 
ing within three years been fairly outstripped 
in the race for trade. The following table 
will show ata glance the amount of revenue 
derived in the two years by the Government 
from this source in St. Louis alone:
